SIAM AND SCOUTS 

"More Boy Scout stumps. Gr-r-r-r-r. 
Tlio Wild Tiger kind! Heap big khaii- 
clad lad in Siam, he have fecial 
stainpes printed in honor!" said Kent 
B. Stiles, the Stamp Editor of Boys' 
Life, in the January issue of that maga- 
zine. 

"For in Siam the Boy Scouts are 
known as Wild Tiger— and in further- 
ance of the Boy Scout movement in that 
far-off kingdom a special series of postal 
adhesives has been issued. The face of 
a wild-looking striped beast of the 
jungle has been overprinted on Siani's 
labels of the issues of l'JOti, 1912 and 
1D.10 — that is, on certain values — and on 
some of the stamps the surcharge in- 
cludes the English-printed inscription 
'Scout's Fund.' 

"At least eleven varieties of these 
Scout specimens have appeared. On the 
2 satangs orange brown, .'Is. emerald 
green and l.'is. blue of the 1 iH - set; on 
the 1 tical of the 1000 issue; and on 
the ."is. on (is. carmine rose and IDs. on 
Us. gray and brown of the .1010 series, 
the overprinted "Wild Tiger" device is 
restricted, in the first scout series, to 
the tiger's head and a Siamese inscrip- 
tion meaning 'Scout's Fund.' On the 
2s. brown orange. !!s. emerald green ami 
l.'js. blue of the 1012 set; the ] t. deep 
blue and brown orange of the 1000 
issue; and the 10s. on 12s. of the 1010 
series the device includes, in addition to 
the Tiger's head and the Siamese in- 
scription, the inscription 'i-jcuiit fund ' 
also in English. 

"The overprinted tiger's head is 
crudely done. The letters of the in- 
scription are in circular form, nearly 
surrounding the head. The part of the 
surcharge appearing in English was 
done apparently by hand, in grayblack 
ink. 

"These scout adhesives sold in ad- 
vance of their face value, and the extra 
moneys obtained in this way were de- 
voted to the scout movement. The 2s. 
denomination, for example, sold for 
live satangs, the stamp paying postage 
to the amount of the face value, two 
satangs, while the extra three satangs 
went into the 'Wild Tiger' fund. Simi- 
larly the Ms. sold for five satangs, the 
os. for twenty-five satangs, the 10s. for 
fifteen satangs, the 15s. for twenty 
satans and the 1 t. for one tical 
twenty-five satangs. 

"What are these stamps worth from 
the collector's viewpoint? It is yet 
too early to determine this, for it is 
not known in this country how many 
copies of each stamp were thus over- 
printed. The 1 t. varieties are said to 
he rare. 

"It was at first reported that the 
'Wild Tiger' labels were good for 
postage only within Siam. but it tran- 
spires that copies have prepaid postage 
on letters to foreign lands."

■crease of over 1000',; than charged by 
the city of Philadelphia. 

SERVICE AND CONSUMPTION 
CHARGES 
To Our Customers: 

Prices of eonnnodii ies of all sorts are 
■based upon cost of production. Rates 
for public utility service, up to com- 
paratively recent years, were fixed in 
;i more or less haphazard way, vcry 
little attention having been paid to the 
unit, cost of service, so long as the gross 
income was sullicient. With the advent 
of Public Service Commissions through- 
out the country the question of cost 
of service was gone into very 
thoroughly, particularly tiie cost of 
serving various classes of consumers. 

The investigations conducted disclose 
the fact that many consumers were 
ptiying more than their fair share of 
the cost of service, while others were 
paying less. This resulted in the adop- 
tion of a new method of fixing public 
•utility rates. 

It is now generally recognized that 
there arc 1 two distinct classes of ser- 
"vico which a water company renders to 
its customers: 

First: The- Company must keep its 
plant ready at all times to servo a 



customer when service is demanded. To 
do this pumping stations, reservoirs, 
transmission and distribution mains, 
with their accessories must bo main- 
tained. The interest, taxes, deprecia- 
tion and a certain portion of the opera- 
ting expenses must be met regardless 
as to whether the consumers take any 
water or not. These expenses are known 
as "ready to serve" costs and it has 
been deemed proper that this class of 
service should be covered by a rate 
independent of the charge for water 
actually consumed, therefore, a service 
charge is made to cover the above- 
mentioned service. 

The service charge to individual con- 
sumers is not determined by the amount 
of water which one consumes but by the 
demand which the consumer can put 
upon the Company's plant, this being 
tin indication of the amount of plant 
tit the diposal of the customer. The 
size of the meter is regarded as the most 
equitable manner of determining the 
amount of demand which a customer 
can put upon the plant, consequently, 
in our case, this is the basis for the 
service charge. 

Many of our customers have been 
under the impression that the service 
charge is for the use of the meter. The 
above explanation will show that this 
is not the case. 

Second: When the customer calls for 
service, or in other words uses water, 
another form of expense or cost must be 
met.' In order 1o deliver the service wa- 
ter must be collected from the streams, 
pumped, filtered and transported to 
customers' premises in any quantity 
desired, at any time of the day or night. 
In order to render this service, labor, 
fuel, chemicals and numerous other ex- 
penses are incurred. The aggregate 
of these expenses represents the cost of 
delivering service, these expenses being 
entirely distinct from the "ready to 
serve" costs, and a separate charge is 
made to consumers for the actual 
amount of water consumed. 

The aggregate of the service and 
consumption charges is con.-idered the 
proper amount each customer should 
pay for the service rendered. 

This form of water rate schedule is 
the most equitable form that has so 
far been devised. Under it each cus- 
tomer pays as nearly as can he calcul- 
ated, his equitable share of the cost of 
the service he receives.

RENT, FUEL AND LIGHT COSTS 
SHOW INCREASE 



Washington, Jan. — Expenditures of 
the average American family for rent, 
fuel and light not only resisted but 
rather ran counter, in -(the last six 
months of ]()-(), to the general ten- 
dency toward a lower level in prices, 
it was shown today in figures compiled 
by the Department of Labor's Bureau 
of labor statistics. 

The figures made public cover ex- 
penditures by average families in 

Philadelphia, 
Detroit Baltimore, 

Cleveland Chicago, 

New York San Francisco, 

Oakland and Seattle. 

The wide territorial range was ac- 
cepted as giving the figures more than 
local significance. 

The average cost of living in the 
cities named, at the beginning of the 
new year, was !)!'.!! per cent, over the 
average cost in lid-1, while on 'July 1st. 
l!12(l, it was llo.l per cent.

Second, it does teem with fish, because 
I saw them, although I do not know the 
variety, for having no proper tackle, 
we did not catch any. The ones I saw 
would average two to three pounds. No 
monsters.
